Was Son-in-law of Late Queen 
Viétoria, Marrying Prin- 
cess Louise, 


SUCCEEDED DUFFERIN 
IN CANADA, JULY, 1873 


Generally Recognized That He 
Filled Difficult Position 
With Ability, 


Cowes, Isle of Wight, May 4,—The 
Duke of Argyll, son-in-law of the late 
Queen Victoria, and former governor- 
eeneral of Canada, died Saturday night 
at Must Cowes, aged 69 

John Douglas Sutherland Campbell, 
ninth duke of Argyll, and possessor of 
many other hereditary titles, was born 
at Staffords house, London, August +, 
He was the son of George, elghttl 
duke of Argyll, who dled in 1900, A 
who held office under 
several scientific and political’ works. 
In early Ife the future duke was known 
as the Marquis of Lorne 

The only information respecting his 
childhood days which has come under 
particular notice is contained in “Queen 
Victoria, Journal of Our Life in the 
Highlands,” under date of August, 1847, 
at which time her majesty and the late 
prince consort paid a visit to Inverary, 
the ancestral seat of the = Argylis. 
Speaking of the reception at the castle, 
the royal Journalist writes: “Outside 
the Marquis of Lorne, just twe 
years old, a dear, white, fair, little fel- 
low, with reddish halr, but very dell- 
cate features, Hke both his father and 
mother. Hle is such a merry, inde- 
pendent little child.” The royal visitor 
took the little fellow in her arms and 
kissed him. About nine months subse- 
quent to this event, her majesty gave 
birth to a daughter who was to become 
the bride of the Marquis of Lorne, 
Princess Louise, The wedding took 
place in 1871, when the marquis was 24 
years old. The marriage was celebrated

with much splendor at St, George's 
chapel, Windsor, the bride being given 
nway by her mother, Many. people 


can retinember well the rejoicing which 
the wedding of the heir of the Duke of 
Argyll to the daughter of the royal 
house called forth throughout Scotland, 
The princess had a magnificent recep- 
tion when she paid her first visit to the 
ancestral seat of her husband at Inver- 
ary, 

The future governor of Canada re- 
ceived his early education at Eton, 
whence he passed successively to the 
university of St.;Andrews and Trinity 
college, Cambridge, In 1866 he was 
appointed captain of the London Scot- 
tish Rifle volunteers, and subsequently 
became Lientenant- colonel of the 105th 
rifle volunteers. During the same year 
he made a tour through the West Indies 
and the eastern part of the North 
American continent. 4is tour includ- 
ed brief visits to the principal cities of 
the doininion, including ‘Toronto, 
Niagara Falls, Kingston and Ottawa 
In 1808 he entered the house _of com- 
mons as member for Argyllshire and 
continued to represent that consti- 
tuency Gown to his appointment to 
Canuda. 

Ho was first mentioned us governor- 
general of Canuda when Sir Joha 
Young retired, but it was then con- 


sidered more expedient to appoint 
Lord Dufferin, When the latter's 
term of office expired in July, 1878, 


the announcement was made that the 
Marquis of Lorne would be appointed 
to the office by Lord Beaconsfield, 
The appeintinent was hailed with 
satiefaction in ell parts of the domin- 
lon and a great deal was made of the 
coming of a royal princeas to Rideau 
hall. The London Times said shortly 
after that the experiment which was 
tried when the Marquis of Lorne was 
appointed governor-general of Canada 
has been crowned by complete success 
It has been found possible to appeal 
effectively to the loyalty of our colo- 
nial fellow subjects without placings 
In Jeopardy for a moment the dignity 
ot the crown or the solld interests of 
the imperial connection. It is only 
fair to acknowledge that Lord Lorne 


has played a difficult part with re- 
markable alllity." 
This comment would have been 


warmly endorsed by Sir John A. Mac- 


donald, who wag his excellency'’s ad- 
visor during his term of office. Prin- 
cess Louise, however, having sus- 


tatned an aecident In the carly part 
of her safourn in Canada, lived mostly 
in FEngiand The Marquis of Lorne 
devoted himself to Hterary  pursults 
and was the founder of the Royal so- 
clety of Cannda. Amoug his own

The country was known to the na- 


tives Hike a book to one who has 
studied it) minutely, However, — the 
modern fighting methods, machine 
guns and rifles, combined with. the 


fighting quality of Uncle Sam's. sol- 
diers, enabled the latter to drive the 
natives back farther and farther, from 
one river to another, day after day, At 
each river trenches and fortifications 
protected the Phillipines, while the 
Americas were more or less exposed 
to fire, 
Last Stand Made, 


At the Kio Grande river, however, 
on Which was situated the town of 
Calumpit, a last-diteh stand was made, 
A railroad crossed this river at Calum- 
pit via a magnificent bridge, It was 
strategic point and it was known 
that the real fight of the campaign 
must be there, 

On Aprit 26, 1899, the Yankee sol- 
diers, after weeks of driving back the 
blacks, faced the latter at Calumpit. 
The Vhilippinos were on one side of 
the river; as usual, behind almost 
impregnable trenches and fortifica- 
tions; the Americans on the other 
with modern guns and a lot of con- 
fidence, but comparatively unpro- 
tected. 4 

All day long the invaders kept up a 
steady fire, with rifles, gatling guns 
and cannon, but with more loss to 
themselyes, In cost of ammunition, 
than to enemy in loss of life. The 
river had to be crossed, but the ne- 
groes had taken every part of the rail- 


way bridge away except the frame 
work, and used it for their fortifica- 
tlons, 


Funston decided that some one had 
to swim the river at a certain point, 
where it was seen that a rope could be 
led to the fortificatioas of the enemy 
at the other side, strung across and 
used to convey the Americans over on 
a bamboo raft, which had been found 
floating down the river by some of 
the soldiers while bathing tn the after- 
noon, To get a rope across one would 
have to swim the stream, which was 
awift-flowing at this point, take a 
rope across, tia it to the fortifications, 
right under the nose of the blacks, 
only four or five feet away—and_ get 
back alive, If possible, 

Mr, Trembley, then a private, after- 
ward «a police judge in Kansas City 
and now an insurance man in Edmon- 
ton, was picked out, or rather picked 
himself out, to do this little Job, An- 
other private named White, now de- 
ceased, also volunteered to go over; 
both insisted on going, although only 
one was needed. 

Firing Began. 

When the two men began to swim 
across the whole United States bri- 
gade, up and down the river for two 
or three miles, immediately started to 
fire at the opposing army, They did 
this, not with the intention of wreck- 
ing thelr trenches or killing them off, 
but to prevent them, if possible, from 
firing at the two heads of the men 
swimming across the river. 

One does not need to be imaginative 
to have an idea of what a thrilling 
position Trembley and his companion 
were in between two armies firing all 
thelr guns at each other. The judge, 
in telling the story, talks about Fun- 
ston as if he himself had nothing to 
do with it. In fact, to a Capital re- 
porter he stated that it was the Amerti- 
cans firing at the blacks who took all 
the risk and not he. However, the 
bullets were dropping all around him 
like drops of rain. It was then dark 
and he could see every bit of frame 
work on the partially wrecked railway 
bridge by the light of the two Philip- 
pine cannon which were firing at full 
capacity at the American army oppo- 
site and completely controlled the 
bridge.

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THE QUESTIONS WHICH AFFECT 
THE NATION AND THE HOME 

In political controversy, militarism is the tory’s best asset. 
Conservatives would much rather wave the flag than discuss questions 
of political economy, social justice or ethics. When they can bring 
liberal or reform campaigners into the realm of militarism, the battle 
than half won. Appropriating all the 
patriotism, militant imperialism, respect for the king and allegiance to 
the flag, and branding those who would discuss other questions as 
traitors to their country, the consrevatives assume the role of de- 
fenders of stability and a bulwark against disintegration of the empire.

nations to send forth their sons to kill and be killed. 

Canada has all the essentials to the making of the greatest nation 
in the world, a peaceful people, a fertile soil, natural wealth of fishery, 
forest and mine beyond the wildest imaginings of Richeleau’s dreams 
of empire. She has no quarrel nor cause for quarrel with those be- 
yond her borders. Relieved of the wreck and wastefulness of war, 
humanely governed and wisely administered, with justice prevalent 
and special privilege eliminated, she is broad and rich enough to house 
and home in comfort and peaceful plenty the entire Caucasian popu- 
lation of the globe. 

Until, by the accidental thoughtlessness of its electorate, Canada 
placed in power at Ottawa a government which does nothing and 
promises nothing for social justice, Canada had never known this 
plague of toryism with its appeal to the primitive passions.

WHY BRING SANDFORD EVANS 
INTO STOCK YARD CONTROVERSY. 

With no intention whatever of attempting to discount the 
capacity of willingness of the gentleman to give an opinion upon the 
question, it is difficult to understand just why Ex-Mayor Sanford 
Evans of Winnipeg should be brought into the Edmonton stock yards 
controversey. 

The stock yards question, up to this time, should never have 
been allowed to get beyond the stage of outlining the method of 
management and the system of organization which wi.l be pursued, 
and upon this point the discussion should have hinged until something 
definite had been arrived at. It is all very well to say that there should 
be a public stock yard for the purpose of furnishing an open market 
for shippers of live stock, so that their shipments could be brought 
into the city with some certainty that they would not be in the hands 
of a packing-house and shipping monopoly after arrival. But while 
this is the intention, it must always be remembered that the largest 
buyers in any stock yard will always be the very packers and shippers 
whose monopolization of the business is most dreaded. Therefore, 
firstof all, it must be known that the enterprise is to be so ordered that 
the packers and shippers will be able to deal; and they are the people 
who, first fo all, should have been consulted. 

This, however, has not been the procedure. Instead, the dis- 
cussion has turned immediately to the question of site, and in spite 
of the fact that the city has all the legal authority necessary to select 
whatever, site it may chose within the city limits, the project has been 
placed before the council with a predisposition for a certain site 


which si outside the city limits altogether and a mile and a half from | 


the extreme limit of the extension of the present utilities, to say noth- 
ing of being the same distance away from the places of business of 
the packers who will have to be the principle buyers. Faitiag their 
readiness to trade in a stock yards a mile and a half away, there will 
be ro market; and the stock yards will become a white elephant on 
{he hands of the ratepayers. 

The question, therefore, is one which is not upto Sanford Evans 
{o answer, or to any imported expert who may know all about the 
finances of the Winnipeg stcck yards, or some other, but nothing about 
the workings of the minds of Edmonton packers. 


So far, two of the packers have answered. The Swift’s repre- 
sentative and Mr. Gainer have declared that the stock yard which 
would suit them best would be one locted at their doors. Undoubt- 
edly the representatives of the other packing plant would give the 
same answer if the same question were submitted to them. 

What Sanford Evans may be able to add to this as to the history 
and expenience of the stock yards with which he is identified in an 


actuarial capacity cannot in any way detract from the weight of the | 


testimony of the packers themselves,

He returned to his na- 
tive Proyince in 1867, the year of con- 
federation, Prince Edward Island had 
remained aloof from the unlon, and 
was still an {ndependent province when 
the young barrister became Its solicitor 
general in 1869 and again in 1872, He 
played a prominent part in the move- 
ment which led to Prince Edward Island 
joining the dominion in 1873. In Sep- 
tember 1876, after several years in the 
legislative assembly, he became pre- 
mier and attorney-general of the pro- 
vince, being then only 31 years of age. 
For nearly three years prior to his 
elevation to that high honor he had 
been leader of the opposition, He@e- 


—=jmained at the head of the provincial 


government until 1879. Three years | 
later he became a national figure by | 
election to the dominion house of com- 
mons, representing Queen's county, and 
was re-elected continuously until he 
was made a judge of the supreme court. 
When Sir Wilfrid Laurier became pre- 
mier in 1896, Judge Davies became a 
member of his cabinet, holding the 
portfolio of minister of marine and 
fisheries. He was knighted in 1897, 
the same year that a similar honor was 
conferred on Sir Wilfrid, and that year | 
uccompanied his chief to Washington 
to take up the Bering seal question, In 
1898 he was one of the joint high com- 
missioners for the settlement of all dis- 
putes with the United States respecting | 
Canada, In 1901 Sir Louis retired as a

TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


Centenary of Napoleon's 
Arrival at Isle of Elba 


_An “empire” efghteen miles in length 
and twelve miles in extreme width 
such is the Mediterranean isle of Elba, 
to which Napoleon was consigned by 
the victorious allies and where he ar- 
rived one hundred years ago today, 
May 4, 1814, and received the homage 
of his new subfects. Elba, long a 
place of pious pilgrimage for tourists 
from all’ nations, will celebrate the 
centenary today with great eclat, for 
Elba lives chiefly in the memories of 
that ten months’ of comic opera when 
the man who had all but mastered 
Europe aped his vanished royalty, and, 
like a child with a new toy, issued 
foolish decrees which began: “Na- 
poleon, Emperor, Soverefgn of Elba, 
to his People.” Utterly devoid of a 
sense of humor the Emperor must 
have been to take his new position 
so seriously. It was a huge joke that 
the powers played upon the Corsican 
by permitting him to retain the title of 
Emperor and awarding him a “king- 
dom” that placed him on the same 
footing with the Sultan of Sule and 
the King of the Cannibal Ivies, If 
Napoleon had remained there he would 
doubtless have become what his ene- 
mies intended he should become—an 
object of derision, the butt of the 
world’s sneers and Jeers. But he did 
not stay, and the glory of the “Hun- 
dred Days", the carnage of Waterloo, 
the culminating tragedy of St. Helena, 
restored Napoleon to a place among 
the world’s heroes. 

St. Helena was grim and terrible. 
There humanity pictures Napoleon 
“with his hands crossed behind him, 
gazing out upon the sad and solemn 
sea,"—a caged lion feared by all the 
world, Elba was trifling, pitiful, 
petty, Insignificant, and there Napo- 
leon was a caged monkey to be 
laughed at. 

Napoleono, haggard and shaken by 
the events of the year past and his 
attempt at suicide, was transported to 
Elba on the British criuser “Undaun- 
ted." When he landed at Elba the 
whole populace turned out to cheer 
and welcome him. His first resi- 
dence was the town hall of Porto Fer- 
rajo, the little {sland capital, a town 
perched on a rocky northern cape, with 
flat-roofed houses built In tiers and 
surrounded by a wall, it's streets most- 
ly stalrways. Soon after his arrival 
Napoleon had built for himseff a 
“palace” on a height above the city—a 
“palace” in keeping with his kingdom, 
since it was Httle more than a country 
Villa, The Mullni Palace fs now the 
property of the town. As a Summer 
residence Napoleon also had construc- 
ted the villa of San Martino, which 
was the “St. Cloud Palace” of his 
petty kingdom. ‘This villa Is now pri- 
vate property. It was there that Na- 
poleon was visited by the charming 
Pole, Countess Waleswska, of whom 
he had long been enamored, but the 
Emperor had more serlous things to 
think of then the revival of a love 
affair, and the pretty baggage was 
soon ordered to leave the Island, 

rom Mav 4, 1914; to eb, 26, 1915, 
Napoleon the Great played the role 
of Napoleon the Small at a burlesque 
court. But all the time he was think- 
ing, thinking, and the tenor of his 
thoughts led him to that day when he 
shook the dust of little Elba from his 
feet and stood once more on the soll 
of France and of the continent of 
Europe, In leaving France en route 
to Biba he had had to disguise him- 
self in an Austrian uniform lo escape 
the insults of the populace, When he 
returned, a single mun pliting his wit 
ani feeble strength against the mil- 
Hons of the most powerful nations, 
the audacity of his act aroused his 
former subjects to wild enthusiasm, 
The army of the Bourbon king re- 
fused to fire on the little man in the 
jtattered uniform and within. three 
weeks of landing at Cannes Napoleon 
was back in Parls,

Industriak accidents occurring to 
402 workpeople in Canada during the 
month of March, 1914, were recorded 
by the Department of Labor, Of these 
56 were fatal and 347 resulted in ser- 
fous Injuries. In February there wero 
63 fatal and 290 non-fatal accidents, a 
total of 353; and in March, 1913, there 
were 93 fatal and 387 non-fatal, a total 
of 480. Therefore, the number of fatal 
accidents recorded in March last were 
elght less than February and 88 less 
than in March, 1918, The number of 
non-fatal accidents recorded in March 
were 57 more than In February, but 
40 less than in March, 1913.
